The Chinese merchants {n Japan are indignant 
that thelr Government should have appealed to 
Japan for peace, as they say that the Japancso 
finances are almost exhausted and cannot long 
continue the war, 

It fs the custom at the end of ayear in China 
not to exact taxes for two or three days, but thls 
year, owing to the necessities of the war, no 
relaxation has been allowed. : 

By an Impetlal decree dated 28th of rath 
Moon, the Emperor has appointed Wong-tsan, (be 
ex-Viceroy of Yungkwel, 10 be Asststant Com- 
missloner of the entire Northern Army.

Trade for the’ last two months has greatly 
tevived ; Japanese are arriving in great numbers, 
every house Is occupled, goods are conatantly 
arriving, and there ie a steady outlet again 
from here to the North of Pingyanp, 
Yaloo, and Taliwan Bay. The imports are 
shirtings, silk, kerosiae, matches ; the exports 
rice, beans, hides, and ft is certain the Korean 
Government cannot complain of the Revenue 
for the last few months, and all things look well, 
- The regtetering of the Chinese I hear isto 
begin to-morrow, and it is to begin with the 
Chinese ysf in the. Korean Customs Service. No 
doubt the Koreans have 9 good as well as an 
able adviser in the Japanese Minister here. An 
Englishman expressed himself thus :— If Chi- 
ness claim to belong to Hongkong they need 
not reglater themselves, and Chinere would have 
to prove it. ‘Two witnesses taking an oath that 
they belonged would be sufficlent ; It seems that 
trking an oath by Britishers Js considered a 
small matter, but talking ts one thing and acting 
Is quite another matter.— China Gaxeite.
